BOARD MANAGERS. 


THE AMERICAN BAPTIST 
HOME MISSION SOCIETY 


We have reached the end of a full year of postwar readjustment. We 
are grateful to God for open doors and tremendous undertakings that 
have appeared before us and, most of all, for the way that he has enabled 
us to enter into them and has blessed our efforts. Much has been done; 
“more remains to be done. We have laid foundations upon which we must 
build in years to come. We seek God’s constant. guidance that we may 
build wisely to accomplish his purpose. | 

Some conditions of the past year were readily foreseen. Others siete 
been surprising. Most of our servicemen and women have returned and 
adjusted to civilian life. Most of our chaplains are separated from the 
service and almost all who have been separated have found their places in 
_ civilian Christian work. Our. universities are jammed with students, 
mostly veterans, as never before. These veterans, contrary to some predic- 
tions, are proving to be above-average students and are studying earnestly. 

Population has shifted again. In some housing projects there has been 
as much as an 85 per cent change of population within a six weeks’ time, 
but all houses are constantly filled. There is an increase of migrancy. 
- across the country. Shortage of housing continues and, if anything, is 
more intense than ever. The cost of everything has increased greatly. 
Removal of controls, the abundance of money and the shortage of goods 
have conspired to this end. There is little unemployment—only a fraction 
of what was anticipated at this period. 

In the hearts of all people is a deep concern. The sense of need for 
spiritual help is on the increase. Fear, a sense of lack of direction, uncer- — 
tainty and cynicism fill the hearts of men. Leaders in every phase of life 
are declaring that a spiritual revival is the only hope for mankind. This 
awareness of need plus the conviction of many that the answer to the need 
lies in the hands of the church make the time propitious for launching our . 
Crusade for Christ through Evangelism. While this is not an activity of 
our Society but of the Northern Baptist Convention as a whole, our Society 
is playing a large part in making it effective. 

We rejoice in the enlarged income which we are receiving, partly through 
the World Mission Crusade and partly through the increase of the Unified 
Budget. It is heartening to be able to meet some of the needs that present

themselves rather than having to answer continually, as we Jase done for a 
long time, that we have no resources with which to do the things that 
need to be done. Tending to counteract these increases, however, the 
decline of income from invested funds continues and, at some points, has 
been drastic. 

Another constructive development of the year has been increased co-oper- 
ation within the Associated Home Mission Agencies. This is indicated 
visibly by the appointment of a Personnel Secretary who is to serve all 
state conventions, standard city societies and the national home mission 
societies in the enlistment of missionaries. This work is supported jointly. 
by the national organizations -but serves all of the agencies. Another 
indication of closer co-operation is the appointment by The American 
Baptist Home Mission Society and the Woman’s American Baptist Home 
Mission Society of a joint secretary for Latin America. These moves are 
tangible evidences of an attitude that is abroad among our people. The 
question is being raised from various points as to how we can develop a 
more complete unified home mission program both to plan the work and 
to seek finances. This is a question to which there is no easy or simple 
answer, but the fact that it has arisen in so many places is a hopeful 
indication of the attitude of our people. 

We are deeply grateful to God for the success of our World Mission 
Crusade. This is a significant financial achievement and it greatly 
strengthens our missionary agencies. Further, it gives new confidence and 
assurance to our churches. The fact that we have been able to achieve our 
goal and to do it together has answered many of the carping critics and 
has given to our own people a new sense of power and ability. We are 
deeply grateful to Dr. Luther Wesley Smith and Dr. C. Oscar Johnson for 
the leadership they have given. We mention also Louis Robey who has 
been behind the scenes but has been the guiding genius of the entire 
enterprise. Mary people have contributed to its success. In fact, the entire 
denomination had to work together to make it possible. But to these 
three we would express our special appreciation. | 


DEPARTMENT OF CITIES 


When does the work of a new generation begin to take effect in a 
church? There are long periods in which young people have little voice 
in the affairs of the churches. The day comes inevitably when they assume 
their responsibilities with their elders. Veterans returning to the churches 
have accentuated progress in this direction. They left home as inexperienced 
youth a few years ago; they have returned as young people of experience, 
ready to assume large tasks. To these young people we may attribute 
much of the progress of work in the Cities Department in the past year. 


Bilingual Churches 


Bilingual churches face adjustments more critical than ever in their 
history. Once they were foreign language churches, then they were 
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bilingual churches; now many of them need the foreign language less and 
less. There remain those who wish to worship in the mother tongue. 
Once national groups were almost entirely segregated into certain areas. 
Now they are moving out of these areas and new people with differing 
backgrounds are moving in. Once the mother-tongue church regarded 
_ itself as responsible only to those of the one national group. Now each 
church is conceived as being responsible to all of. the people in the area 
immediately adjacent to the place of worship. To provide helpful church 
services requires that an entirely American service of worship be provided. | 
Some churches have tried to meet these changes with a bilingual service 
of worship. Hymnbooks and Bibles are provided in English and also in 
the native language of the people. Hymns are sung by each worshiper in 
the language he prefers. Music sets the time for singing and so this 
works fairly well. - Confusion comes when the Scriptures are read respon- 
sively in both languages. As a result many receive little inspiration. 
- The Unified Church Service appears to be the most helpful adjustment. 
In this service the first period of worship is in English, the second period 
has an English sermon, the third period is for the Sunday school, during 
which the older generation remains in the sanctuary to hear a sermon or 
lesson in the mother tongue. Young people are helping to bring about this 
integration which provides for both the younger “Americanized” people in 
the congregation and for those who are nearer to the culture of their — 


ancestral land. Youth of bilingual homes are coming into their own in | 
_ the churches. 


Puerto Ricans are now supplying the largest number of AOU Se 
people. They are the most important exception to the trend noted above. 
Between 1500 and 2000 Puerto Ricans come into New York City alone 
each month. Many of them remain permanently, although some return to 


Puerto Rico eventually. New and enlarged churches are being provided 
for their envangelization. 


J apanese-Americans 


* First Baptist Church, Chiczgo, Ill, continues to lead in integration of 
Caucasian and Japanese-American peoples. Nisei and Caucasians are about 
evenly distributed throughout the congregations, which are under leadership 
of co-pastors Rev. Robert Steiger and Rev. Jitsuo Morikawa. Many new 
members from each group are being received into membership. 

Brotherhood House, Denver, Colo., is becoming firmly established as a 
center of interracial integration. It was started as a home for Nisei during 
the war. Now it is directed by Rev. and Mrs. Tsutomu Fukuyama. With 
Caucasian, Negro and Nisei members it points the way _ many other 
communities. 

Mayhew Japanese Baptist Church, near Sacramento, Calif., was burned 
to the ground when Japanese-Americans began their return to California 
after the war. Now the new Mayhew Baptist Church is under construction. 


Nisei in Seattle, Wash., have Rev. Emery E. Andrews as their leader. 
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They are gaining such itvendth that they are now assuming — 
financial support of their program. 


Spanish-American Baptist Se:ninary 

To meet the present serious shortage of trained Spanish-speaking: ial 
the Spanish-American Seminary in Los Angeles is taking advance steps. 
In scholarship it has lifted its level of work so that a student may receive 
the Bachelor of Theology degree after completing the standard require- 
ments. Housing is needed for a growing student body. It is hoped that in 
the near future there may be a special effort to raise funds to meet this 


Christian Center workers have been pleased to have snnttel available 


during the past year a pamphlet, What Is a Christian Center? In it are 


listed the 59 Christian Centers with statements and pictures to interpret 
and illustrate Center activities. 


Central Christian Center, Wilmington, Del., is one of the outstanding 
Christian centers established during the year. It has the support of 
Delaware churches. Advance has been made at Campbell, ‘Ohio, where 
the Presbyterian Neighborhood House has been secured by the Baptists to 


add to the Campbell Bethel House. These two centers now combine in one 


integrated program. Rev. Paul Christensen, a veteran chaplain, is the 
new director of this enlarged work. 


The Christian Center Training Conference met at the Baptist sical 
Training School, Chicago, Ill, December 27-31, 1946. It was the largest 


yet held, with 92 enrolled. Many felt that it was ve most helpful of these 
annual meetings. 


Réucétionsl Centers 


Three new educational centers for Negroes have been established during 
the year, bringing the total to eleven. 


Previously all of the centers have been operated in metropolitan centers 
where the Negro population is nearly 100,000 or more. Two of the new 
Centers are not to serve on a city-wide but rather on a state-wide basis. 
Where there is a large Negro population scattered throughout the state, 
the Director of the Negro Educational Work has a program to reach 
Negro pastors and church leaders all over the state. West Virginia, Iowa, 
Northern California and Kansas have such centers now. A new center 
has been opened in Philadelphia. The other centers are in Harlem and 
Brooklyn (New York City), Chicago, Detroit, Pittsburgh and Cleveland. 


Dr. H. S. Hill continues to be the Dean of Directors. In addition 
to his own large program in Harlem, he has been able to give guidance 
and direction to the new men in this field of work. His Center has directed 


the Harlem Summer Service Projects in co-operation with volunteers _ 
the Baptist Youth Fellowship. | | 7 | 
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Industrial Defense Communities. 


Government housing units are losing their temporary "chacictericls and 
are becoming permanent in many instances. Home Ownership. Corpora-, 
tions are planned for the purpose of buying some of these housing units © 
from the Government so as to improve them. There are increased demands 
that permanent church edifices be erected. Almost all of the houses and 
apartments in these communities are occupied now, and in most areas there 
is a long waiting list. 

- Financial support of the religious programs came largely from outside 
‘the housing area in the beginning. Local support for the work is increasing. 
It is retarded only by continual change of occupancy. Residents of these 
- areas are, in. the majority, young couples. with small children. ‘Churches of 
tomorrow can be strengthened by evangelization of these “new homes. 


Chinese-Americans. 


Signs of advance among the Pines sossalie in America are numerous. 
Chung Mei Home, E) Cerrito, Calif., a home for Chinese orphans, has 
raised about $100,000 for a new develourient program. First Chinese 
Baptist Church, San Francisco, Calif., is crowded to the doors each Sunday 
' morning at worship time, and a large majority of the congregation is 
made. up of younger people. Each year the church takes new steps toward 
self support. A new Chinese-American church and center is being planned 
for the fast-growing Chinese population in San Mateo, Calif., a suburb 
south of San Francisco. Each year baptismal services are conducted at 
_ the New York Chinese Baptist Church. Young people who have had the 
continuing training and evangelistic ministry of that center are now taking 
their stand for Christ. 

Chinese-Americans of Fresno, Calif., have Pecptindes to the leadership 
of Rev. J. M. Hestenes, Director of the Fresno Chinese Christian Center, 
to* give hearty financial support in an improvement program. An out-door 
gymnasium with adequate lighting for night use has been provided. 


A new plan has been devised to integrate the work of the entire Baptist 
mission in Kodiak, Alaska. The pastor of the Kodiak Baptist Community 
_ Church is to be chaplain of the four Mission Homes. The superintendent 
of the Mission Homes is to be an assistant to the pastor in the church. 
Workers at the Mission Homes are to be given time to work in the 


church also. Greater efficiency should result in the church and the mission 
as a. result. 


LATIN AMERICA 


Of general conditions in our six Latin American fields there is little that 
can be said that is common to all of them, except that the cost of living 
relative to the prewar years is higher than in the United States. Business 
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appears to be booming, but the lot of the poor is worse rather than better. 
As always, they bear the heaviest burdens of war and inflation. 


Puerto Rico 

Puerto Rico is the field where the Baptists are best organized and 
experienced in self-government. It has the largest number of self-supporting 
churches of any of our six fields, and these churches contribute more 
largely than those of any other field to the common enterprises of the 
denomination as well as to interdenominational projects. The churches 
have given generously toward the building of new chapels for the missions 
which they have originated and supported; as well as for the enlargement 
of Barranquitas Academy. The Puerto Rican churches borrow money for | 
building enterprises and have a good record of prompt repayment. They 


have also contributed generously to such interdenominational projects as 


the support of a student pastor for the University of Puerto Rico, and the 
support of a pastor for state institutions, such as the leper asylum, the 
hospital for those ill of tuberculosis, and the penitentiary. Finally, they 
are loyal supporters of the Evangelical Seminary. , 


Barranquitas Academy has completed the construction of a concrete 
administration and classroom building with special contributions raised by 
the World Mission Crusade. The school reports its largest enrollment— 


140 boys and girls. We are indebted to the Mennonites of the United 


States for the principal and the science teacher, both of whom have known 
how to make the farm increasingly productive as well as ‘helpful as a model 
farm to the farmers of that part of the island. 


Cuba 


Cuba is unique among our fields for the number of self-supporting day 
schools. In three important cities these schools are large and influential, 
having all grades up through the high school. Perhaps if the public schools 
were as good as those of Puerto Rico our pastors in Cuba would not have 
the opportunity they enjoy of developing strong Christian schools. In all 
of them the Bible is taught and families are reached who might not otherwise 
hear the Gospel. During most of the year our General Missionary, Rev. 
Wilbur Larson, has been associated with Secretary C. S. Detweiler in 
the office in New York, preparing to take over the full direction of the 
Départment of Latin America. He has been compelled to direct the Cuban 
Mission by correspondence from New York. Our most urgent need has been 
for a successor for him. This need has been met in the appointment of the 
Rev. Oscar Rodriguez, who has been for four years a chaplain in the Army of 
the United States, and who previously for six years had been director of 


Sunday school and young people’s work in Puerto Rico. He will go to 
Cuba early in July, 1947. 


Our well-established boarding school in Cristo, called Los Colegios 
Internaciondles, has been entrusted to a Cuban pastor, who had already 
demonstrated his success as a business manager in developing a Baptist 
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schol in connection with his pastorate in Pale Soriano. This is an 
important step forward in attaining a mission that is seaieciviiears as well 


Haiti | 

In Haiti there has been a change in the position of General Missionary. 
Rev. C. S. Kelly has been appointed for this work, while Rev. A. G. Wood 
continues as pastor of the large church in Cap Haitien with its many out- 
stations. A new missionary couple, Rev. and Mrs. H. K. Heneise, recent 
graduates of Eastern Seminary, have been appointed to Haiti to develop 
a school for training pastors for our churches. They reached the field by 


the middle of April, 1947. 


After long years of suffering the discomfort of worshiping in an old 
outgrown church, the members of the First Church of Port-au-Prince are 
seeing the walls of their: new building rise. The cornerstone was laid with 
impressive ceremonies on December 1, 1946. The church will seat about 
one thousand people. At long last our denomination is to be worthily 
represented in the capital by a building large enough for a growing congre- 
gation and its growing a Rev. Ruben Marc. : 


Mexico 


In Mexico Rev. Ernesto Barocio, having venchaih the age of sae in 
December, 1946, relinquished the responsibility of leadership into the hands 
of a younger man, Rev. O. L. Tibbetts, Jr.. who had arrived on the 
field in the middle of the year. Our new General Missionary had come 
from a mission field in East Boston, Mass., where he had won the esteem of 
his fellows in Christian service. He is making his home in Mexico City, 
and one of his first tasks will be the establishment: of a school to train 
pastors. ‘The school was opened early in February, 1947, and meets an 
urgent need. 

The years 1945-1946 were marked by outbreaks of violent persecution of 
evangelicals in the rural districts of southern Mexico. The exact number 
of our brethren of different denominations who were killed in these years 
is not known, but it is estimated to be a few more than thirty. This has 
served to bring to light the way the Gospel is spreading in the Indian 
villages of southern Mexico. Groups of these humble >eople will go with 
their hymn singing and testimony to neighboring villages to share their 
experiences with others, This is a spontaneous movement which we long 
to see on every field, and it proeaacs much for the future of the church 
in Mexico. 


In each of the three republics Salvador the 
largest church is urgently in need of a new building. Although each of 
these churches has accumulated building funds and is promised help from 
the Home Mission Society, the cost of materials is so excessively high that 
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The church at Sen capital the little country El 


voted early in February to assume full responsibility for the support of its 


pastor. This is a strong church and supports, besides the pastor, an 
assistant pastor just graduated from our Seminary in Nicaragua, and a 
missionary working in the rural areas near the capital. As often happens 
in city churches, this one has received members from many rural and 
small town churches. It occupies an important place in a large city, yet it 
does not forget the necessity of sending the Gospel to the smaller places. 


While all the countries present constant needs for expansion of mission 
work, sometimes a new opportunity comes with especial insistence. Such 
is the one presented in the northwestern part of Nicaragua, where the 
Pan American Highway has recently been extended, thus making it far 
more accessible than formerly. Several towns of some importance, and 
great rural areas, are now within easy reach of much of the country. In 
most of this region there is no regular preaching of the Gospel, and it is 
not likely that there will be soon unless our mission strengthens its work. 
There is immediate need for new work in three centers, and for strengthen- 
ing the work already established in a fourth town. A _ prerequisite to 
opening new work-is the provision of adequate property. While chapels 
and parsonages are rented in many cases, this is not always satisfactory, 


and a missionary illustrated the difficulty when he said, “Owners don’t like 


to have rocks thrown at their buildings, so are reluctant to rent them to 
us.” Two graduates of our seminary at Masaya are ready to go out into 


this new ‘territory; and means for their support are + being provided ~ 
World: Mission Crusade funds. 


The training of ministers is of primary importance. Mr. R. W. Dixon 
has given much of his time and energies to this work. He recognizes 
that the present location of the seminary at Masaya, a large city, has 
certain disadvantages, and that a rural setting would be more appropriate. 
He has found a small farm near that city which can be developed for the 
use of the seminary and the preparatory school operated in connection with 


it. Pastors and workers who will go principally into rural areas Phe be 
trained in rural surroundings. 


TOWN AND COUNTRY 
Directors of Town and Country Work 


The directors of Town and Country Work are the spearhead of the 
rural church movement. Among their many duties the following’ stand 
out: surveying old and new fields, extending the outreach of the church 
extensively and intensively, aiding in settling pastors, counselling in church 
organization and program, advising churches’ in their co-operative: work 
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with one another and with. other Christian community forces, encouraging 
various forms of evangelism, counselling pastors and people, distributing 
literature, beautifying church grounds, conducting conferences and — 
the significance of church work in town: and counitry. | 


Missioriaries in Town 


Rural areas of the West, many of them isolated, remain as fields for 
missionary work. The following report of one missionary carries the spirit 
of others and serves to summarize the work of all. 


“The year that has passed since we came to serve the Sandpoint 
Rural Area has been full and joyous. Our love for the people 
and for this beautiful region near the Canadian border, and between © 
the Cabinet and Selkirk ranges of the Rocky Mountains, has kept 

on growing. If we had been picking a field of service for the sheer 

yoy of living in it, we could not have done better. But as is so 
_ often the case, the beautiful works of God have not led the people — 
to turn noticeably to Him and the Book that He has given. 


- “Of four Sunday schools which we have helped or organized, one 
is in an area where there has never been any religious work of _ 
any kind before,“ and meets in the ‘North Star’ school-house. The _ 
others are located where the Christian message has been neglected, — 
and the chief problem has been to enlist the enthusiasm and support 
of parents—children have generally responded in rewarding num- 
bers. One of the Sunday schools is held in what could be termed — 
a ‘rural slum,’ where the poorer families of the county have tended 
to congregate—a spot of such natural beauty that one can easily | 
overlook the man-made blotches on God’s handiwork. 


“Work with the young people of the country has gradually 
developed from an occasional ‘sing’ in one community—a form of 
service, incidentally, which met with startling success—to the | 
organization of a large group, which gathers from the surrounding 

- communities of Samuel’s, Center Valley, Grouse Creek, and Selle. 


“Three Vacation Bible Schools were held under the immediate 
supervision of the missionary. Several decisions for Christ were 
made in these schools. Again, it was found that many of the 
children who aitenaed had never before had such an opportunity.” 


Rural Church Center 


Three schools for ministers in town and country lisiiciand of the 
Northern Baptist Convention have been held at the Rural Church Center, 
Green Lake, Wis., October 15—November 11, 1946; February 6—March 4, 
1947, and April 16—May 13, 1947. Twenty pastors and wives attended the 
first school and sixteen the second school. With the appointment of Rev. 
H. C. Loughhead as Director of Rural Church Center, plans are made 
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for the expansion of these schools and extension of the service of the 
Rural Church Center to the rural churches. 

A young pastor who attended the autumn school in 1946 made the 
following testimony: “The Green Lake experience was one of the most 
broadening we have ever engaged in and we feel much better equipped for 
having been there and participated in the school at the Rural Church Center. 
Not the least of the advantages we enjoyed was the opportunity of meeting 


rural leaders from all over the country, both on the faculty and in the 
student body.” 


Public 

In addition to carrying on their work as missionaries, our workers 
frequently are elected to positions of leadership which greatly widen the 
range of their influence. The Rev. C. C. Rittenhouse, May, Idaho, who 
lives in one of the most isolated mission fields in the Northern Baptist 
Convention, has recently been elected Chaplain of the Idaho State Grange. 
As chairman of the Committee on Marriage Relations of the Oklahoma 
Fellowship of Indian Workers, the Rev. H. F. Gilbert, missionary at 
Walters, Okla. has been active in a state-wide campaign favoring the 
enactment of more favorable marriage laws for Indians. 


Literature 


In co-operation with the town ‘coil country departments of the state 
conventions, “Erect a Church Sign” was selected as the united emphasis 
for the year. In support of this program a leaflet by L. B. Whitman, 
Signs for Town and Country Church, has been printed. 

Other leaflets distributed include the Harvest Festival Service and the 
Rural Life Sunday Service, published by the Town and Country Committee 
of the Home Missions Council of North America. A _ strong demand 
continues for rural church leaflets printed in previous years. 


Heifers for Relief 


The Heifers for Relief program, sponsored by the American Baptist | 
Foreign Mission Society, the World Relief Committee and the Material 
Aids Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention and The American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, is meeting with gratifying results. To date 
325 heifers have been donated by churches and individuals in the Convention. 
Most of these heifers have been sent to war-torn countries in Europe such 
as Italy and Poland, but a few have been distributed in China and others 
sent to the Barranquitas Academy in Puerto ‘Rico. 


Rosa O. Hall Recognition.

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Rural Church Movement 


Interest in the rural church continues to increase. Evidences of this 
increase are manifested in the numerous projects, programs, and conferences 
in which we have participated. Among these are the appearance of 
Town and Country Church magazine in a 16-page monthly edition under 
the sponsorship of the Town and Country Committee of the Home Missions 
Council. The National Convocation on the Town and Country Church, 
sponsored by the same Council, drew a registered delegation of over 900 
_ persons at the annual meeting in Des Moines, Iowa. The Baptist Town 
and Country Fellowship is growing under volunteer leadership. This 
organization publishes a quarterly bulletin. Numerous local and regional 
conferences have been sponsored by State Directors of Town and Country 
Work. Exhibits and fellowship meetings of rural workers are commonly 
held at the state conventions and at the annual session of the Northern | 
Baptist Convention. 


Indian Work 


A number of Indian churches have this year experienced advances in 
evangelism. Following a visit of Dr. W. E. Woodbury to the Western 
Oklahoma Baptist Indian Association at Elk Creek in the summer of 
1946, several churches in the Association embarked on programs of home — 
visitation evangelism. The Rainy Mountain Baptist Church reports that 
the visitation evangelism crusade was a new venture, but a successful one. 
Under adverse weather conditions, six faithful teams called and were 
encouraged when they found that they could win men for Christ. Nineteen 
first decisions were reported as well as seven additions by letter. One 
worker reported “that the Spirit went before us and prepared the hearts 
of those to whom we went.” 


There are encouraging signs that some of our Indian churches are 
realizing that they can take steps toward self-support. The Wichita 
Mission, Anadarko, Okla., has embarked on a mission farm program. Each | 
one of eight church families have pledged to place a steer in the mission 
pasture and the mission has voted to purchase two more. The proceeds 
from this venture will be used for missions, for supplementing the assistant 
pastor’s salary, and for the upkeep of property. 


The Rainy Mountain Church this year has spent for all purposes $2400. 
The church is encouraging some of the competent young people to set up 
in business or farming or to take other positions near home with the . 
expectation that their better financial security will lead them to support 
the church so as to make it self-sustaining. 


The Indian Baptist Church in Middle Verde, Ariz., feeling the ee of 
a larger edifice, is building a new structure financed mostly by the church 
members. Much of the work is donated. | 

The plan of using assistant lay pastors is now in its second year on 
some of the Oklahoma fields. Lay leaders serve the following churches: 
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— 


Wichita, Red Stone, Apache, Saddle Mountain and Elk Creek. The 
Apache Church reports an encouraging increase in attendance. At the 
beginning of the year, the attendance could often be numbered on the fingers 
of one hand. This has been increased to over twenty-five for the past 
quarter—due in no small measure to effective work by the assistant pastor. 


~The Indian Colony Baptist Church of Reno, Nev., participated with other 
Baptist churches in the Reno area in a visitation evangelistic crusade under 
the direction of Dr. Woodbury. Almost all of the adult membership 
devoted the entire week to calling on their neighbors in the colony, with 
the result that eighteen decisions were recorded for either baptism or 
re-establishment of church membership. 


Bacone College 


E. L. Riley resigned as president of Bacone College in January, having 
been outstandingly successful in financing the operations of the college and 
building up a rehabilitation fund. Dr. C. S. Detweiler was appointed acting 
president. 


EVANGELISM 


Launching of Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism 


The greatest advance in evangelism during the year was the adoption by 
the General Council of the recommendation of the pastors trained to lead 
evangelism in the Christian Life Crusade that the Northern Baptist 
Convention launch a Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism. This will 
give such priority of attention to winning people for Christ and our 
churches as should result in a genuine revival of spiritual life and a great 
ingathering of regenerate people into our churches. 


Co-operating with Our Northern Baptist Seminaries in Evangelism 


We have made progress in co-operation with Northern Baptist Seminaries 


toward a more adequate training of young men to be evangelistic leaders. 


We have demonstrated the possibility of clinical training in Home Visitation 
Evangelism for seminary students. Andover Newton Theological School 
on a Sunday afternoon in November, - 1946, brought together sixty-five 
laymen from four near-by churches for instruction by our Secretary of 


Evangelism. The students, scattered in the churches where they worked 
on Sunday, received this instruction Monday. The senior class in church 
' administration was required to participate and was released from class 

‘sessions during the four days of visitation. Teamed with laymen, the 


students attended supper training conferences in the churches and went into 


the homes for evangelistic visitation. One hundred and forty-four decisions 


were secured in three nights and the students, some of whom approached 
the experiment reluctantly, were unanimous in saying on Thursday evening 


that such clinical training should be provided for every man receiving a 
B.D. degree. 
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A similar clinic ahinated for Colgate-Rochester Divinity School had to be. 
postponed temporarily because of conflict with World Mission Crusade 
plans in Rochester Baptist churches. Central Baptist Seminary set up such 
a training clinic for its students for March, 1947. Presidents of all Baptist 
seminaries have expressed interest in having such a ‘Program as soon as 
possible. 

We resumed co-operation with Northern Baptist Basgsey: ‘Chicago, 


in a Midwest Pastors’ Evangelistic conference. This conference had 
been interrupted by the war. 


‘Recordings of Home Visitation Procedure. 


An advance step in the promotion of iia Visitation Siceninslitits “oie 
been made by the manufacture of two nonbreakable twelve-inch records 
carrying a dramatization of effective approaches in Home Visitation Evan- 
gelism. There are four dramatizations: (1) The Basic Approach, (2). 
Winning a Whole Family, (3) Baptist Youth Winning Young Friends for 
Christ, (4). The Approach to Mixed Marriages. One hundred sets of these 
records have been placed in state and city headquarters and are rented at. 
one dollar or sold at two and one-half dollars a set. This insures an 
accurate presentation of the more effective procedures in churches where 


pastors instruct their own workers and where our limited staff of directors 
are unable to go. 


Home Visitation Evangelism for Town and Country 


Home Visitation Evangelism first served our larger churches in the cities. 
This past year a significant expansion of the program has given leadership 
to our town and country churches in this effective type of soul-winning. 
Some small churches have nearly doubled their membership thereby. In 
western Oklahoma and Reno, Nev., Indians from our missions have been 
trained in Home Visitation. We have produced a leaflet on Home Visitation 
for Town and Country churches recounting some of the victories won in 
rural fields and churches in small towns or to 
dare to undertake it. | 


A number of our directors are now experimenting with Home Vakdssd’ 
in small churches without pastoral leadership. We plan soon to produce a 
leaflet telling the story of victories in reaching the unsaved in these difficult 
fields where so often there is no effective evangelism. 


Training as Volunteer Directors 


We have continued the plan of demonstration Home: Visitation Crusades. 
Pastors are invited from churches in a given area, teamed with local laymen 
and given clinical experience in the laymen’s approach, as well as definite 
instruction in effective plans for directing crusades. At least two hundred 
pastors should be trained and available by January 1, 1948. 
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Home Visitation Staff 


Seven regional directors have given excellent leadership to Home Visita- 
tion throughout the year in spite of changes in the staff. Paul Smith was. 
loaned to the World Mission Crusade. in Illinois for over twelve months, 
but he is returning to the staff on June 1, 1947. E. R. Dugger, E. F. 
Austin and W. J. McCullough have resigned. George Maoba and George 
Swope replace these valuable men. 


Aid to State Commissions on Evangelism 


We are continuing aid to a number of states that they may bring their 
State Commissions together and put on an aggressive program of evangel- 
ism. This past year this type of. help has been provided for lowa, Maine, 
Michigan, Nebraska, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Washington and Wisconsin. 


Winning the Children for Christ 


We are continuing co-operation with The Board of Education and Publi- 
cation in the support of six full-time regional directors of the program for 
reaching unchurched children and their parents and in training Primary 
and Junior teachers to do more effective work with the children. While 
we have lost Margaret Crain and Louise Cole from our staff, we were 
fortunate in being able to obtain Lavinia Crocker and Alice B. Andrews 
to take their places. 7 


Evangelism for Baptist Youth 


In close co-operation with the staff of the Baptist Youth F lheealite, 
Baptist youth are being trained to win their friends who are unchurched 
and unconverted. A plan of internship for Baptist seminary students is 
now being prepared. It should provide a large staff of leaders trained in 
this youth group approach to young people who need to be won to Christ. 


Printed Page Evangelism 


Again our churches have used hundreds of thousands of leaflets specially 
prepared for distribution among unchurched neighbors to interest them in 
the Christian life and church membership. Mrs. L. E. Swain prepared 
a leaflet entitled That Is the Question for Baptist women to leave in homes 
where they call to interest other women. Roger Fredrikson wrote a 
leaflet Invitation to Life to appeal to high school and college youth. Hubert 
Davidson wrote a leaflet on His Mother's Book for men who have wandered 
far from their parents’ faith, H. G. Smith prepared a message, Parents, 


Open Those Doors, to arouse indifferent parents to their spiritual responsi- 
bility for their children. 


Other Evangelistic Materials Provided 


Altogether 32 different leaflets have been printed or reprinted. The total 
of all the copies printed is 1,128,125. 
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National Evangelistic Conference at Green Lake 


Again August 1-9, 1946, we co-operated with the Department of Christian 
Education of The Board of Education and Publication to put on a National 
Conference on Spiritual Resources and Evangelism at Green Lake. Plans 
are being perfected for another evangelistic conference at Green Lake, 
August 4-12, 1947, simultaneously with the National Baptist Ministers 
‘Conference. Our directors of evangelism will be - brought together for 


preparation to lead in the Evangelistic Crusade of the Northern — 
Convention. 


Electric Map Displayed at Green Lake and Grand Rapids 


Evangelism was promoted through an exhibit at the Northern Baptist 
Convention and at Green Lake summer conferences. A thirteen-by-seven 
foot electric map of the Northern Baptist territory flashed the towns and 
cities where either one or more of four effective Lay Evangelistic programs 
were demonstrated during 1945: (1) Home Visitation Evangelism, (2) 
Winning the Children for Christ, (3) Church School Enlargement, (4) | 
Baptist Youth Fellowship Winning New Friends for Christ. Large posters 
gave the facts of the thousands reached for Christ and churches by the 
Lay Evangelists. This attracted more attention than any evangelistic exhibit 
we have had in the past decade. : 


Increase in Converts Baptized 


The 1946 Year Book of the Northern Baptist Convention shows further 
increase in the number of converts baptized into our churches. The record 
for the past three year books is as follows: 


1944 47,718 
1945 49,255 
1946 52,856 


‘The number of Northern Baptists required to win one convert in a year 
is also improving: 


1944 32.6 
1945 31.6 
1946 29.7 


To produce such results in war years (Year Book figures on church 
- membership reflect results of work done in the year previous to the date 
of the book) is a remarkable witness to the effectiveness of our program.

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EDIFICE FUNDS AND BUILDING COUNSEL 
Despite the further postponement of most church edifice erection due to 


- continued governmental restrictions, the almost prohibitive cost of construc- 


tion and the demands of the World Mission Crusade, our churches have | 
increased their requests for church building counsel services. This increased — 
demand is reflected in increased sales of literature, a larger volume of 

correspondence with local churches, Convention-wide calls for counsel, and 
also in the gratifying confidence placed in the board by increasing numbers 


: of churches that send their building plans for review. 


Through continued co-operation with the Church Building Committee of 
the Home Missions Council of North America, the International Council 
of Religious Education, the North American Conference on Church Archi- 
tecture and a close working relationship with the Northern Baptist Board 
of Education and Publication, we are able to convey to our churches the 
best available information on planning for future building. Special attention 
is given to requirements for worship, educational, social and recreational 
requirements in the church of the future. 


Demands upon the office OF 
time spent in the field. However, by careful arrangement of schedules, by 
group conferences and intensive visitation schedules helpfully prepared by 


several state convention secretaries, 27 5 
have been visited. 


In joint effort with the denominations The 
tional Bureau of Church Architecture, we published several new pieces of 
literature including Church Building Finance. Through this same Bureau 
encouragement is being given to students of architecture in leading univer- 
sities. A prize competition has been arranged as a result of which it is 


_ hoped that a large number of younger architects may become interested in 


church design. 


The sharp increase over the original estimates of cost in construction 


have made it necessary to give serious attention to wise financing of church 


building programs. We have shared with churches certain accepted standards 
by which they can gauge their financial abilities. We have helped them with 
procedures that have proved successful in raising adequate funds for church 
building purposes. 

During the year, without cost to the Society, we have again been able 
to release our Field Representative for a limited number of fund-raising 
campaigns. He has helped several churches to free themselves from building 
debts incurred in past years. He has helped other churches to gather large 
sums of money for their future building requirements. This service has 
resulted in spiritual as well as financial gain for the churches. In many 
instances a heavy burden of debt has been lifted, thys opening the way for 


the churches to turn their resources to te spiritual work that is their 
unique task. 
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Current building restrictions have temporarily interrupted the usual 

demand for church edifice loans. Furthermore, the increased income of 

our churches during recent years has enabled them to reduce appreciably 

their loan indebtedness to the Society. The sum outstanding in HaHa: at 
interest to churches is comparatively small. 


_ Edifice Funds not on loan to churches must be kept ready for immediate 
use. These monies have been invested temporarily in government securities 
_ that are readily convertible into cash. This plus the decline in the amounts 
usually obtained from interest paid by churches has reduced the income 
ordinarily accruing to the funds. The added cost of the increased service 
to churches has cut down the net amount usually available from all sources. 
Even so, this lesser income has been more than compensated by receipts 
from churches that have paid. old contingent mortgages. This payment 
has been made voluntarily and as a result of the better financial condition 
of our churches. The placing of these contingent mortgages in times past 
has made a considerable sum available to our churches now in what prom- 


ises to be the greatest church building undertaking in the history of 
American Protestantism. 


The church edifice loan funds pei not bebieie from the receipts 2 this 
Society through the Unified Budget of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
These funds are sustained and augmented only by limited receipts from 
the income of permanent funds designated for edifice purposes and from 
the interest received on loans made to Baptist churches. For these reasons 
our edifice loan funds have to be administered carefully. This places a 
mutual responsibility on the Society into whose hands the funds have been 
placed for administration and upon the borrowing churches. We have 
earnestly endeavored to explain to our churches the nature of this trustee- 
ship so that the usefulness of our loan funds may be maintained and 
increased. 


This Society has 160* time loans seleiaaiade in a total sum of $434,290.98. 
The total amount of the Edifice Loan Fund is $1,272,217.30. Included in 
this total are receipts from eleven old contingent mortgages which ve 
been paid during the year in the total sum of $17,844.00. 


MINISTRY TO SERVICEMEN 


- Emergencies and swift changes have had to be met from the beginning 
of our ministry to servicemen and women. There have been no tested 
patterns or guiding precedents to follow. The ministries of Servicemen’s 
Centers were needed in many communities during the war and the period 
of demobilization. This need has entirely disappeared from many commu- 
nities within recent months. In other places the needs for such service have 
become more acute. We are now in process of determining where these 
places are. Parents, military men, chaplains and pastors all agree that men 


-* As of February 28, 1947. 
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in the armed forces in times of peace require Christian guidance and the 
services of the churches more than during the war. 


Christian leaders a few years ago pointed to college and university 
campuses as offering one of our most important evangelistic opportunities. 
With young men and women away from the campuses during the war that 
fact was not as apparent as it has become now with veterans crowding all 
housing accommodations in college communities. Many schools have cre- 
ated trailer villages, Quonset-hut villages, and other kinds of temporary 
housing. In them live veterans many of whom are married and have chil- 
dren. Pastors of university churches, already overworked by added demands 
made upon them, called for assistance. The Home Mission Society extended 
its work among the men in uniform by entering into full collaboration with 
the Department of Student Work and University Pastors of The Board of 
Education and Publication to supplement the student work. Workers have 


- been employed who have sought out the veterans, especially married stu- 


dents. Need for this kind of activity will continue for a period of —_ 
to five years. 


Nearly 150 Northern ‘Baptist ministers continue in the chaplaincy. For 
their use such literature as The Secret Place, evangelistic tracts and the 
Visual Truth Poster sets are supplied. Calls still come in for portable 
Communion sets for replacements. We participate in the Service Men’s 
Christian League, which is now carried on by the General Commission on 
Army and Navy Chaplains. The Link, a popular magazine published by 
the League, is in use with the peacetime military forces as it was in war- 
time. The Chaplain is sent to each Northern Baptist chaplain. 

- Relocation of chaplains who have been separated from the armed forces 
has now reached its final stage, but it will not be completed until all chap- 
lains are back in civilian pursuits. All chaplains have been urged to notify 
us when they are to be separated from the armed forces. This information 


is given to the secretaries of the city mission societies and state conven- 


tions. We have been on the alert to place chaplains’ names before com- 
mittees and persons who may be in need of the services the chaplains can 
render. Personal testimonies from chaplains assure us that our  eethonts 
have been fruitful and appreciated. 

Chaplains who needed financial assistance in the interim between military 
service. and civilian work have been helped by funds provided by the 
World Mission Crusade. Some who have been aided this way have entered 
school for further study or refresher courses. Others have worked during 
this period with state conventions, city mission societies, and needy wiehinies | 
or have been of Christian usefulness in other ways. 

Funds designated for conscientious objectors have been administered. For 
the most part these funds are now being used in behalf of former civilian 
public servicemen who, upon discharge, desired further schooling and needed 
assistance to complete their interrupted education. Large sums advanced 
by the Friends, Mennonite, and Brethren Service Committees to cover the 
costs of Baptist young men in civilian public service camps have not yet 
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been refunded to these committees. We are making small token payments 
to them. 


One-half of the time of the Secretary of the Department of Christian 


Ministry to: Service Men is*now being given as Acting Personnel Secretary _ 


of the Baptist Associated Home Mission Agencies. 


PERSONNEL 


The Baptist Associated Home Mission Agencies, composed of The | 
American Home Baptist Mission Society, the Woman’s American Baptist 
Home Mission Society, The Board of Education and Publication, state con- 
ventions and standard city mission societies, have long felt the need for a 
Personnel Secretary. Within this year this need has been met on a half-time 


basis. Rev. E. C. Witham has been asked to divide his time between this 
work and the work for servicemen. | 


Long range and effective plans for finding and enlisting qualified -per- 
sonnel for all types of Christian missionary service in the United States, 
Alaska, and Latin America are being set up. Contacts have been made 
with the seminaries, Baptist colleges and universities, junior colleges, 
academies, university pastors, student workers and state directors of Chris- 
tian education. The response has been enthusiastic, resulting in more invi- 
tations for interviews and conferences than can possibly be accepted. By 
establishing and maintaining close relationships with the schools and semi- 
naries we hope to make early acquaintance with young men and women 
who may prepare for Christian service through home missions. 


In addition to cultivating young people, we shall also seek to gather and 
have on file information concerning pastors who are interested in any phase 
of home mission work. As calls come from state, city and national organ- 
izations we will furnish them with the names of persons in our files and 
information concerning their qualifications. Doors Ajar is the title of our 
first publication. This leaflet lists the various fields of home mission work. 


LITERATURE AND PUBLIC RELATIONS 


People want to know about the work that we have described in these 
pages. It is the work of all Baptists who give and pray and who give their 
sons and daughters “‘to bear the message glorious.” Those who know what 
the work is, know its problems and its successes, give with greater enthusi- 
asm, pray the more earnestly, and prepare the young people of the churches 
to be home missionaries with more knowledge of what it demands of them. 
Through literature and the spoken messages we endeavor to make the 
work known. 


All of the secretaries make addresses before churches, associations, con- 
ventions and pastors’ groups in the course of the year to interpret the work. 
The Executive Secretary, the Secretary of Public Relations and the Western — 
Representative devote a considerable portion of their time to this. 
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The need for information 1s supplied also by the publication of literature. 
Each year material is published to present the Baptist home mission work 
that is related to the subject of the home mission study theme used for 
that year in the churches. This year Kin to Me was published to show 
how Baptists had made their contribution in the field of “The Christian and 
Race,” the study theme for the year. Preparation has been made for the 
study of “Evangelism,” which will be the mission study for 1947-1948. For 
this purpose and in co-operation with the Department of Missionary Educa- 
tion of The Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, mate- 


rials have been supplied for the writing of a book, The Sun Is Up, by Rev. 
F, D. Elmer, Jr. 


Home Mission Digest III has been prepared for publication and in it 
stories from the mission _— have been eee to illustrate the work 
of evangelism. 


A leaflet to interpret the work of Christian centers has been published 
under the title, What Is a Christian Center? Our work that is supported 
in part or in entirety by the proceeds from the World Mission Crusade 
has been indicated in another leaflet, Christian Reconstruction and Advance 
Through the World Mission Crusade. The foregoing publications have been 
prepared and published in co-operation with the Woman’s American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Society and the Council on Finance and Promotion, to 
each of whom we give sincere thanks for their assistance at many points. 


Our work in Central America and Mexico has been presented in a 
leaflet called Rising Levels of Life South of the Rio Grande. The results 


of a year of evangelism in the churches was set forth in a leaflet, North 
America for Christ. 


As an added means of giving information about home mission work, a 
series of kodachrome slides have been developed. These have emphasized 
especially the part that young people have in home missions. The pictures 
feature the Summer Service Projects, and also show some of the young 
people from the mission fields who have received the crowns of God 
and have been led to Christ by the missionaries. 


We have co-operated with the Protestant F in Commission as it has 
prepared to produce moving pictures for use in the churches. A picture 
to be made on the subject of evangelism has been of special interest. 


SUMMER SERVICE PROJECTS 


We have been responsible for the supervision of four jointly planned 
Summer Service Projects. 


Ten young people participated in wag project at Hulett, Wyo., where, 
among other things, eleven vacation schools were held in the Devil’s Tower 
Larger Parish. Special community programs were conducted in the schools 
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and most of the homes in the area were visited by the young people. A 
somewhat similar type of program was carried on at Rio Grande, Ohio. 


‘A different kind of project was conducted in Harlem, New York City, 
where twelve young people were housed in the large home of a Negro 
minister. The activities were carried on in conjunction with the Harlem 
Negro Educational Center, H. S. Hill, Director. This was a new 
and fruitful experience for these young people who had come into the heart 
of the world’s largest city to begin to understand and serve America S ore 
most interracial need. 

In Sacramento, Calif., the Summer Servike’Prafeed was housed in the 
Lincoln Christian Center. There the young people learned something of the | 
approach of a large Christian center to the needs of a congested city area 
made up of four races and many nationalities. As they worked with the — 
boys and girls of the area they were impressed with the tremendous need 
for Christian leadership and service in the downtown areas of our cities. 


The Summer Service Projects have thus opened the eyes of our young 


people to the many and diverse needs of the home mission field in both — 


rural and urban areas. At the same time they have made it possible to do 
missionary work that could not have been done otherwise. 


CONCLUSION. 


As we look back over the year that is concluded, we rejoice in many | 
achievements for Christ and in much success that has attended the efforts 
of our missionaries throughout all of our field.. We are glad for founda- 
tions that have been laid and for possibilities that open before us. 


We see tremendous tasks ahead and we approach them with deep con- 
fidence because of the measure of success God has given us through the 
years that have passed. The Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism will 
be the program of our denomination for the next two years. The American 
Baptist Home Mission Society i is giving all of its resources to this crusade. 
For 115 years we have labored to win “North America for Christ” and 
now in line with that purpose all of our agencies are co-operating in this 
Crusade of Evangelism. 


We seek to undergird this entire movement with prayer. 
are called to pray in a special way during the week leading to Pentecost. 
We are building an Eight o’Clock Fellowship of Prayer for all of our 
people, to operate continuously during the time of the Crusade and, we 
trust, far into the future. Our confidence is in God. As he leads us and 
blesses our efforts we will be able to achieve the great things that are 
being undertaken. We are sure that “the effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous. man availeth much” (James 5:16). Therefore we face the 

future with a quiet confidence and a joyous assurance that we as “workers 
together with God”. will see great things accomplished for his Kingdom.

The on Juvenile Protection 


Suddenly the milling multitudes of shoppers stood absolutely still. Heavy silence was 
broken only by the piercing cry of “Mommie, Mommie.” A little child had slipped 
on an escalator, only to have his hand catight in the mechanical stairway. A clerk had 
pressed the emergency button to stop the escalator. The small hand was inextricably 
caught. For twenty minutes the cries of the child alternated between hope and pleading. 
Mute sympathy for parent and child flowed from the vast owe which ge before had 
been intent only on thé small business of the day. 


Millions of boys and girls and young people are caught similarly in circumstances 
that deny them the freedom and opportunity of abundant living. Mighty social evils, 
broken and unhappy homes, secularism and widespread absence of vital religien—all 
these conspire to produce what has been loosely called ‘“‘juvenile delinquency. ft Phe 
hopes of multitudes of youth have been blighted. . 


To meet the urgent challenge of this situation, the ‘Northern Baptist Convention ‘set 
up its Committee, on Juvenile Protection three years ago. Baptists pioneer as the only 
major Protestant denomination with a broad and systematic ertdeavor aimed specifically 
to curb delinquency. The work has been planned and directed by a representative 
national committee. The program has been carried on by three full-time workers covering 
all areas of the denominations. Co-operation of all the Home Mission agencies which 
have sponsored the program has insured effectiveness. ie 


The Juvenile Protection program has two phases: First, a broad, educational program; 
and secondly, intensive field service. The former has been done by the preparation and 
distribution of informative and useful literature. Nearly half a million pieces of 
literature have been sent from the Chicago office to 39 states and several foreign countries, 
to Baptists and to several other denominations. The field service program has consisted in | 
conducting many significant projects. Among these are the Junior Citizens’ Camp for 
children with behavior problems held at Camp Okalona, Ind., and the Recreation Leaders’ 
Laboratory at Green Lake, Wis., and other areas in the country. The three field 
representatives have carried the program directly to larger centers in 18 states and 
65 cities in the Nothern Baptist Convention area. Conferences, institutes, forums, 
classes and other meetings were conducted with the co-operation of hundreds of churches 
and many social agencies. The committee sponsored Juvenile Protection’ Sunday: and 
National Family Week, in which nearly 1,100 Baptist churches co-operated. 

Upon the suggestion of the Committee on Juvenile Protection, the Associated Home 
Mission Agencies assigned the Juvenile Protection work to The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society for its continued promotion and administration. Thus in 1947, Juvenile 
Protection became an integral part of the comprehensive outreach of the Society.

Bilingual Work 


For seven months of the past favei year, I served as acting pastor of the Westside 
Czechoslovak Baptist Church in Cleveland, Ohio. This is one of the strong churches of 
the Czechoslovak Baptist Convention. The regular minister was on leave of absence to 
do evangelistic effort in Czechoslovakia. While in Cleveland I answered numerous calls 
from the vicinity to attend committee meetings and lead in weekday preaching services. 


Since January, 1947, I have served in the vicinity of Newark, N. J. We have several 


small groups there, groups hardly strong enough to engage the services of a full-time 
pastor. Yet they need at least an occasional service by a minister who can use their 
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language. Through correspondence, personal visitation, occasional services of worship 
and counsel with their consecrated lay leaders, I made every effort to meet their needs 
and to help them to know that they belong to the great company of believers. 


I delivered during the twelve-month period 136 sermons and addresses, taught in two 
summer assemblies, conducted 28 prayer and cottage meetings, counseled with commit- 
tees in 70 meetings, supplied Sunday school lessons for five months, wrote numerous 
articles and represented our Baptist work in three interdenominational gatherings. Most 
inspiring to me was the work in the homes of our people too distantly removed from the 
ministry of any church of their language. It was my privilege to enter with the opened 
Book and with an earnest prayer into 409 homes. 

The Czechoslovak Baptist Convention continued this year with its relief program on 
behalf of the suffering countrymen, particularly on behalf of those of the “household of 
faith” in Czechoslovakia. In addition the Convention, together with the Czechoslovak 
Baptist Mission Union, aids in the support of eight missionaries in the homeland. This 
the Czechoslovak Baptist churches and scattered individual unattached Baptists do en- 
thusiastically and with a good deal of sacrifice out of their over-and-above giving. The 
work is being administered and conducted with the full co-operation and understanding 
of the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society and its European representative, Dr. 

Four more churches were added in the past year to the list of congregations of the 


_ Czechoslovak Baptist Convention that dropped the national designation from their names. 


The fact that these four were Slovak churches, membership of which is made up of latest 
Slovak immigration, indicates that our churches are rapidly entering the main stream 
of American religious life. These churches will, from now on, use the community rather 
than national group approach in their ministry. Membership in our churches is growing. 
Many people of the second generation are entering into the churches of the old American 
stock. This is because: of their removal into communities which do not have churches of 
their national background and because the English language is rapidly becoming the 
language of their homes. : 

In view of these rapid changes and because the day of complete merger of the bi- 
lingual churches with the main stream of our denominational life is quickly approaching, 
every effort should be made to provide the rank and file of the membership of these 
churches with positive denominational information. 


It has been a real satisfaction to me to be able to give another year in the service of 
my Lord among people who, like myself, have come as strangers into a strange land to 
establish our homes. We are gratefully aware that through the grace of God and by 
faith in Jesus Christ we have entered into the spiritual household.

Christian Center Training Program 


In order to provide some preliminary training and orientation for men about to 
enter the field of service in our Baptist Christian Centers, the Christian Center Training 
Program was inaugurated at Brooks House of Christian Service, Hammond, Ind., on 
October 1, 1946. Of the three men who have participated in this training program until 
now, one has been placed already as Boys’ Worker in one of our Centers. 


Mark Kinnaman came to Brooks House October 1, 1946, from Denver, Colo., where he 
had been serving as Boys’ Worker in Denver Christian Center. He shared in the training 
at Brooks House until April 1, 1947, at which time he joined the staff of the Milwaukee 
Christian Center, as Director of Boys’ Activities. | 

Rev. Kenneth Pierce Harris, of Marblehead, Mass., joined the program on December 


1, 1946. Mr. Harris graduated from Gordon College, Boston, and attended Andover- 
Newton Theological Institution before coming to Hammond. 


Rev. Isaac Igarashi joined the training program on April 1, 1947. Mr. Igarashi 
attended , the University of California at Berkeley, was graduated from Temple Uni- 
versity, Philadelphia, Pa., and from the Colgate-Rochester Divinity School. 
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The purpose of the one-year Christian Center training program is fourfold: 


(1) To provide an orientation and introduction to Christian Center work through 
guided Penge experience on the field; 


(2) To give an orientation to the philosophy and techniques of Christian Center work 
through weekly seminars and discussions; 


(3) To offer a program of reading in fields related to Center work; 


(4) To give further professional training in George Williams College or the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. i 


The program provides that a man accepted for training by The American Baptist 
Home Mission Society shall receive a salary of $100 per month, his room at Brooks 
House, and minimum traveling expenses to Hammond. 


The men who have shared in this training have had field work assignments under 
supervision, in club work, gymnasium groups, special interest and craft groups, Church © 
school work, leadership in the worship services of the Maywood Baptist Church (Brooks 
House), the Brooks House summer camp program at Camp Okalona, Wolcottville, Ind., 
calling in the homes of the neighborhood, attendance at Council of Churches meetings, 
denominational meetings, and meetings of the Hammond Welfare Council, the Ham- 
mond Social Agency Executives Committee, and other social welfare organization gather- 
ings. They also attend meetings of the Brooks House staff. 


Last winter the Christian Center Conference elected an advisory: committee of six 
members to counsel with the administrator of the Training Program.

Indian Churches 


A new venture has been begun by the Wichita Tsidian Mission. Eight church families 
have pledged to place eight steers on the mission pasture and voted for the church to 
purchase the other two needed as part of a Soil Conservation program. Permission was 
given them to use 1946 crop rental to plant one plot to alfalfa. They have accepted the 
plan of the Home Mission Society to be responsible for the care of the property. This 
includes getting the program under way and the preparing of another plot of ground for . 
hay, johnson grass and oats. 


- The income from this project will be used as follows: The church is planning to take 
10% to send to missions; a third goes to supplement the assistant pastor’s salary; the 
balance is to be used for the upkeep of the property. The land is to be used for the work 
of the Lord in the future, not merely to obtain a crop; to so use it that the erosion will 
not only be stopped but that the soil will gradually be built up. The life of the land had 
been at stake!

Pigs, cows, horses, sheep, a noisy midway, roaring auto races, clattering farm ma- 
chinery, venders calling their wares, a half-million chattering people, all were there. The 
Town and Country churches were there, too, to speak out for God. 


Our Baptist Rural Church Center at the Iowa State Fair was acclaimed to be one of 
the outstanding exhibits. Some 40,000. people stopped to look in through the Gothic 
windows of the lovely little white steepled “stone” church erected in the Educational 
Building. The hymns on the Hammond Organ brought expressions of joy and apprecia- 
tion as well as tears of memory to the faces of many. Often groups would stand around 
the organ requesting hymns to be played. The organist willingly played overtime on 
several occasions. One fine young man, an instructor at our State Agrioultural College 


at Ames, after listening to the organ for nearly an hour one day, asked your Director © 


if the organist would play “Let the Lewer Lights Be Burning.” ‘She played it gladly 
and the Town and Country Director sang it for him, too. Thousands came in and sat 
down—some with heads bowed, while others fixed their gaze on the beautiful Sallman’s 
Head of Christ around which the worship center was built. Nearly 2,000 signed the 
guest book. Many of all denominations told me that they prayed that the rural churches 


might have power and vision to do a better job in Towa and across the nation for our 
Lord and Saviour. 


Approx‘mately 25,000 pieces of Christian literature were given away. Several thou- 


sands of tracts with titles such’ as “What Is a Christian,’ “What Baptists Believe,” and 
many others including the attractive new youth pamphlets published for the B.Y.F. 
program were distributed. While looking at the literature one high school girl was heard 
to say to another, “I never figured there was much to this Christianity business, but I 
think I will take some of this stuff and read it and see what it’s all about.” The three 
excellent pamphlets on “The Christian Farmer” published by the Home Mission Society 
were given out by the thousands and people really took them home. Not more than two 
or three were seen discarded in the halls during the entire time of the fair. 


Baptist rural church morale has been definitely lifted in Iowa. : Town and Country 
churches are more conscious than ever before that they do count tremendously in the 
ongoing program of cur Master. But more important than this, seed has been sown. 


Christ and His way of life have been lifted up before the people, “And I, if I be lifted 
up from the earth, will draw all men unto Me.”

Colporter Work i | 
We have found the field ‘‘white unto the harvest.’”’ This is really a wide open field 
covering some 5,000 square miles. Moab, a town of about 1,200, is estimated by some 
to be about fifty per cent Mormon, though I believe this figure a little too liberal for us. 
Protestants make up perhaps forty or forty-five per cent of the total population. This 
non-Mormon group must be divided among the very few Roman Catholics, a family or 
two, a few cultists such as faith healers, and the major denominations such as the 
Presbyterians, Congregationalists, Methodists, Christians, Episcopalians, and the Baptists. 
These various denominations work together in the only church besides the Mormon, the 
First Baptist. The other settled places in this vast area are a few railroad and mining 
towns, Cisco, Sego: and Thompson’s. In these settlements it is hoped that some Sunday 
school work may be carried on in the spring. 


The outstanding event in the work of the church at Moab is the recent incoming of 
twenty-five new members to swell the resident membership of thirty-six to sixty-one. 
These new members who, with the exception of four young people, were adults came, 
fourteen by baptism and eleven by letter and by experience. This ingathering was the 
result of a week’s Home Visitation Evangelism conducted by Rev. Dwight Dodson of the. 
Department of Evangelism of the Tri-State area. Six women went out as visitors and 
testified to having been spiritually enriched because of their experiences. . As a result 
twenty have signed the card stating their willingness to do monthly visitation evangelism 
throughout the year. We are looking for great results from such efforts. Already ten 
have expressed their desire to unite with our fellowship.

Since June of 1946 the Cuba Mission has had no resident General Missionary, but 
the mission treasury and other details have been looked after by correspondence from 
the New York office and through visits at intervals of approximately three months. On 
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July 1, 1947, Oscar Rodriguez takes over the responsibility for the mission. In training 
and experience he is exceptionally well fitted for this position, and by devoting his whole 
time to the churches he will be able to give much needed help and guidance. | 


Colegios Internacionales has finished its first year with Rev. Agustin Gonzalez as 
director. .The boarding department was filled to capacity, and financially the school 
has had a satisfactory year. We recognize the need of North American personnel and 
hope that soon a family and perhaps another woman teacher as well may be at the school. 


The Annual Convention just before Easter was a great experience. It was held in 
the First Baptist Church at Santiago, our oldest and largest, and the delegates received 
the finest kind of attention from the local church people. In a Roman Catholic country 
the concentration of evangelicals is significant afd helpful. The members of the minority 
group are helped to realize that they are a part of something much larger. The meetings 
in the beautiful church, the well-trained choir and the inspirational addresses were all 
most helpful. At the close of one evening session the entire congregation of some 800 
people marched in formation through several blocks of: the city to a beautiful plaza and 
there held an outdoor service with an audience which had by that time grown to about 
2,000. The high quality of the music and the addresses and the absolute order observed, 
left a great impression upon everyone. This was the largest meeting ever held under 
evangelical auspices in that city. 

A part of the Convention is always the report of the Cuba Home Mission Society. 
This organization, quite unique, reported another successful year. For the first time 
in its history it had paid all of its salaries on time. The new budget of $7,000 repre- 
sents a considerable increase. This reflects the interest of the Cuba Baptists in missions 
and their proposal to do something effective to meet the need. 


A significant forward step was taken in ministerial education when the Convention 
voted to participate in the new evangelical seminary started by the Presbyterians and 
Methodists a year ago in Matanzas. All the details of this co-operation have not been 
worked out as yet, but it is hoped that eventually the Baptist Mission will have full 
participation in all the aspects of the school: Our relatively isolated position in the 
eastern part of the island makes participation in such projects as this rather _ difficult, 
but the benefits to be gained are worth the extra effort. 


Several building projects have been going on during the year. ‘Three of these are 
outstanding. The churches in Bayamo, Baracoa, and Guantanamo have built onto 
their plants, thereby increasing greatly the capacity, especially for educational work. 
These projects have had very little help in grants but they have had leans from this 
Society to enable them to build at the present time. The Bayamo project was completed 
in time to be useful for the Baptist youth gathering held there last August. This is 
a biennial Youth Congress which includes Baptist young people of the Northern and 
Southern Baptist Missions in Cuba. Large delegations came from both Missions. 


Two years ago we reported the celebration of the fortieth anniversary of the ministry 
of Dr. M. M. McCall, the Superintendent of the Southern Baptist work in Cuba. Now 
we must report with sadness that early this year this faithful missionary passed to his 
reward. This was a great loss not only to his own group: but to all evangelicals in 
Cuba and in Latin America. We thank at: for great leaders who give their lives in 
inspiring service on the mission field.

On relinquishing the responsibilities of General Mission- 
ary after seven happy years, it is satisfying for me to know that the work will be in 
such able hands as those of Dr. Rodriguez. We pray for God’s blessing upon him and 
his family in this new relationship. :

EL SALVADOR 
Joun G. Topp, General Missionary | 


Like a great printing press, with many complicated moving parts, all driven by unseen 
power, the Baptist work in El Salvador functions, not seemingly because missionary 
effort pushes it, but it shows its own organic life and action, in business, missions, 
evangelism, Sunday school, music, and other constructive activities. There is pleasure in 
noting that the work is growing. The big annual gatherings, convention and associations, 
evidence the existing life in our churches by the hearty attendance, fellowship, spirit 
of prayer, ready discussion, new planning, and new people participating. 

If the vitality of our churches is to be estimated by their willingness to co-operate in 
paying, our churches are in health. New plans should be undertaken to develop relations 
between churches and pastors by which our churches would take on ever-increasing 
responsibility. Our churches give well under the new economic conditions marked by 
steady decrease in the buying power of money. The San Salvador church this year 
determined on full pastoral support, with no appeal from the missionary. In addition 
they plan to support a pastor’s helper as soon as their man can come. This is in addition 
to large missionary and benevolent activity. The Ozatlan church has made herself 


responsible for the support of a full-time pastor, Sr. Miguel Angel Acosta. Other 


churches, Chalchuapa, San Miguel, Usulutan, Chinameca, and Zacatecoluca have made 
increases in pastoral support. 


The spirit of evangelization, which is strongly evident in all parts of El Salvador, is 
the best kind of foundation that could possibly be desired for future growth. The 
movement is prompted by the people of our churches; it is earnest, calling for hearty 
giving of their means and their time for their own planning and pushing. This evan- 
gelistic interest in the country as a whole never was higher. All the better churches 
and some small ones want special meetings. Years of early discipline yield results, 
making Christians more sensitive in regard to conduct than in years gone by. Christians 
understand more now of what it means to be Christians. Evangelists from outside of 
El Salvador, Rev. Carlos Quilo, of Guatemala, and Dr. J. M. Ruiz, of Nicaragua, have 
been invited to come to Salvador, and Rev. Juan C. Varetto, of Argentina, is expected. 
Dr. Ruiz, at the moment of writing, is visiting widely and is one of the most influential 
speakers we have had. Local preaching has also been effective. 


Two men have been ordained to the ministry. One of these on September 10, Sr. 


_Gonzalo Regalado, after some twenty years of service in various capacities, on being 


awarded the certificate, gave beautiful public credit to his mother and his wife. Two 
days later, Sr. Salomon Asencio, our colporter and pastor of Jucuapa, related before 
a large representative Baptist concourse in his church, details of profound Christian 
experience, which were generally unknown, and was set apart for the Baptist ministry. 

El Salvador needs more people like Miss Mary Mills, of the Woman’s Society, who — 
is stationed at Usulutan and works in the east. She is the only salaried woman, 
foreign or national, in the country giving full time to evangelistic service. It is 


‘through her we are able to report six of our eight vacation Bible schools. 


One of our vigorous young pastors, Carlos A. Figueroa, has gone to the Seminary 
in Nicaragua to study. Miguel Blanco is expected to return from there soon, prepared 
for the work, One young man, a teacher i in the Santa Ana School, Esteban Rodriguez, J., 
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and our student in Nicaragua, don Miguel Blanco, attended the International Youth 
Conference in Havana, Cuba. Rev. David Cardona, one of the oldest retired workers, 
passed to hig reward February 28. The American Bible Society has given us a full-time 
special agent (among all denominations), Rev. Ralph Rice, a Baptist, who has taken 
one of our boys, Prudencio Rodriguez, as a helper. 


Thoroughgoing repairs were made early in the year in Chalantenango, where it seemed 
best to hold property pending active work, and which many have tried to get away 
from our hands. Violent and destructive earthquakes at La Union did no harm to 
Baptist property. Jiquilisco has come to activity, where a church building recently put 
in order by local effort is most inviting for a worker.

MEXICO 
Ortanpo L. Tissetts, General Missionary 


Being in charge of our Baptist work in Mexico for only six months makes it extremely 
difficult to submit a thorough report, but some of the experiences of the months have 
presented certain problems. Our staff of women, teachers and pastors has worked faith- 
fully and diligently. This year saw the retirement of the General Missionary, Rev. 
Ernesto Barocio, of Monterrey, who has ‘served for nineteen years. The Baptist work of | 
Mexico is stronger because of Mr. Barocio’s steady, quiet, and fruitful labors. The 
pastor of the church in Tampico, Rev. Juan Ramos Castillo, also retired after many 
years of service. He left that church self-supporting for the first time in its history. 
Three of our pastors left us to go to the United States to work. At the present time 
there are five churches without pastors. The great need is still for more workers 
and better-trained workers. This past year we held a Pastors’ Institute in San Luis Potosi - 
and had the help of President Samuel Nelson and Professor John Janeway, of Los 
Angeles. I have also participated in encampments, along with our women workers 
and pastors, to direct the lay workers of our field. However, when we recall that our 
field is one-eighth the size of the United States and that our budget is equal to that 
of one large church in the States, we can realize the challenge that faces us. In this 
whole area, we have 42 organized churches. The field is still waiting for the “seed.” 


The hope of our work is in the young people. Through the aid of the World Mission 
Crusade we have established the Baptist Seminary of Mexico to train these young 
people for service. The General Missionary is acting as President and the Rev. Cosme 
G. Montemayor is Director. The school is well staffed with the best pastors and 
teachers available in Mexico City. It has six students with others ready to enter in 
September. A student house is rented near the First Baptist Church of Mexico City and | 
the classes (as required by law) are held in the church building. Even though the cost . 
of living its higher in the federal district than any other part of the Republic, the 
strategy of our location has already proved its worth. We have the help and fellow- 
ship of other denominational leaders; we have cultural contacts of real worth; and hardly 
a week passés but that some visitor, professor or tourist from the States, is able to be 
with us and see the work first hand. At the recent Young People’s National Baptist 
Convention, the President, Secretary, and Editor of the youth magazine were elected 
from our student body. Just a week ago we had all the National Youth Board with 
us at the Seminary and thus were able to make new friends. 
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| Our American workers deserve praise for their loyalty and progressiveness. Dr. and 
Ve Mrs. F. L. Meadows continue building and adding to Puebla Hospital and making it one 
oe of the best in the country. It has been difficult, however, to interest Baptist girls in the 
Nurses’ Training School. Dr. Walters has been giving her strength in the South and 
has been doing a strong evangelistic work as well. Miss Mabel Young, of the Howard 
School in Puebla, has had a successful year and Miss Rena Button has continued her 
ag excellent educational work among pastors and lay workers through institutes, encamp- 
a, ments, etc. Miss Marjorie Hall, of Montetrey, has been teaching in the Colegio Inter- 
nacional and has gone into all the missions surrounding Monterrey making her 
contribution. These three women from the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society are an indispensable part of the entire work. : 


Mention should be made of the Evangelical Clinic founded in our First Church. in 
a Monterrey. Joel Ordaz of that church deserves the credit for this splendid ‘work. He 
CR is a young medical student who hopes to dedicate his life to the missionary effort in 
Mexico. 


Encouraging reports come from our churches over the contribution made to the 
ae missionary efforts of the National Ccnvention. This is significant in view of the fact 
ii that the cost of living in Mexico is at the present time higher than in the United 
a States. The First Baptist Church of Mexico City was the highest contributor in the 
ii: entire country with a gift of $6,000 (pesos) and the Monterrey First Church was 

ah next with a gift of $5,000 (pesos). This latter church gave a total to all missionary 
purposes of $14,000 (pesos). eo 


One of the great needs is better church buildings. One church in Mexico City is 
meeting in an adobe hut with the sunshine, air or space. The church in Puebla has 
begun its construction and the’ First Church in Mexico City will begin building very 
shortly, but the smaller areas and villages as yet have little or nothing for church build- 
ing. This is a cause of ridicule by the Roman Catholics. : 


Another need is Spanish “literature. Mexico has a literacy campaign and Dr. 
- Laubach has done a great deal in this respect through all our fields; but after they 


learn to read, what shall they read? We ought to prepare literature and translations 
for Mexico and Central America. 


As our work goes ahead we realize the need for prayer and deeper consecration. 

We are praying that this coming year will see a harvest of souls for Christ and an 
advance in the spreading of the Gospel. Rural areas are eagerly waiting the coming 

’ “of courageous young men and women, even though these are the places with the 


greatest opposition and persecution. We are confident that God will overcome the 
obstacles and give us the victory. ‘ | |

PUERTO RICO ie 
Ten to WEBBER, General Missionary 


Ten Baptists work a year to bring one person to Christ and through the necessary 
preparation to baptism and church membership. At least that is the way -it appears 
when you look at statistical averages for 1946 in Puerto Rico. However favorably or 
unfavorably this might compare with results in other areas, it is an encouraging increase 
over other years and at the same time a challenge to reach more and more people for 


Christ. These 515 souls come in to receive fellowship with other Christians and to 
strengthen our forces for evangelism. ; 


Our Puerto Rico Convention year, 1946-1947, was dedicated not only to evangelistic 
effort but also to study and planning for a more effective work. The annual Assembly 
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_ held in March introduced the theme for 1947-1948. The churches here are not prepared 

to carry alone the financial burdens of a rapidly expanding work, but they are con- 
vinced that “it is more blessed to give than to receive,” and are sharing increasingly 
in missions through study, prayer and giving. 


Talking It Over 


Inspired by the Northern Baptist Convention’ 6 program of tnictny the Convention to 
the churches when the 1945 Convention could not be held, a plan was prepared to hold 
an open forum in each of our 44 churches during 1946 to discuss the work of the 
Convention (Puerto Rico) and its relation to The American Baptist Home Mission 


Society. The subjects discussed covered the whole range of our work and made of . 
the forums a definitely educational process. 


When the Plate is Passed 


Giving has increased rapidly in the churches in recent years. Most of our members 
are fully aware that there is a great work to be done and that each one must share in 
the responsibilities. The number of churches meeting all local expenses, including pas- 
toral support, has increased from six to eleven in less than two years. The Puerto Rico 
Convention is actively encouraging this trend as a means of strengthening the inner life 
of the churches, of freeing the Home Mission Society’s budget for the more needy town 
and country fields and for new fields which should %:e¢ opened, and because, in the long 
run, it means more adequate support for all the pastors. 


On the Move 


While our resources have increased encouragingly, nothing apparently will keep pace 
with the growth of population in Puerto Rico, the shift of population, and the new com- 
munities which spring up almost overnight. The population for which we assumed 
spiritual responsibility when we opened work here in 1899 has far more than doubled. 
There are at least a million people in the area served by our 44 churches. In how many 
cities of 150,000 population in the United States would we try to serve the spiritual 
needs with three Protestant churches? Without discussing the matter of winning over 


Roman Catholics, there are many more than a million unchurched people in this island, 
about half of whom are in the area we serve. 


This is the challenge which occasioned a recent report to the effect that we could 
immediately employ at least fifty more pastors if we had the personnel and the financial 
help necessary to start them. Puerto Rico is more than ever open to the Gospel. 


A New Suit 


Perhaps it isn’t a whole suit, but our Baptist Academy in Barranquitas seems all 
dressed up for the administration offices, classrooms and library in the new Birch-Conaway 
Memorial Building. The enrollment for the current year is about 150, emphasizing the 
need for adequate dormitories if the academy is to continue growing. The scholarship 
program is making it possible to have mostly Protestant students in the dormitories, and 
thus to create a Christian atmosphere in the school. Twelve professions of faith in 


Christ crowned the religious program of the school during the year. Our principal is 
Stanley L. Miller. 


The Larger Family 


The Baptist work in Puerto Rico is associated with sei other denominations in the 
following work: publication of the Protestant biweekly magazine, Puerto Rico Evangelico, 
the union press, support of a pastor to students in the University of Puerto Rico, the 
Agricultural College and Polytechnic Institute, the Evangelical Seminary and other inter- 
denomination activities. 
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Dr. Angel M. Mergal and his wife are our Baptist representatives in the Evangelical 
Seminary, where pastors are prepared for the Presbyterian, Methodist, Congregational 
Christian, United Brethren, Disciples of Christ and Baptist churches.

| Winning the Children for Christ 


50 THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY 


A letter from Rev. Pieter Smit, Marshalltown, the “Winning. the 
Children for Christ” program: 


““‘We held fifteen neighborhood meetings. The attendance at these meetings ranged from 
six to twenty. The larger groups were too large—but our visitation did not go so 
smoothly for we had a poor start. Our enrollment reached 145. We had 15 leaders, 
and 17 hostesses in the 15 homes. The average attendance was about 120 and of these we 
now have 75 enrolled in the Sunday school. Our Sunday school attendance has in- 
creased from 80 to 110 each Sunday over a year ago. We have been able to make contact 
with over 70 homes unreached by any church. Some of the homes do have some religious 
tie. We had Roman Catholic children, also Negro children as well as the white children. 
Twelve of the homes have definitely been reached for the church already. 


“In my visitation work I have found these people very friendly to our church because 
of our interest in their boys and girls. One of the boys from one of these twelve homes 
told his parents he wishes that he could go to Sunday school five days a week and to 
public school one day a week. This entire family of five will sqon be in our church. 
The party was a success on a Saturday night following our neighborhood meetings. 


One-hundred-twenty came to the party. We acquainted them with the building, the 
teachers, the pastor, etc. 


“‘We have started bus service to cover the area served by these neighborhood meetings. 
These buses leave Baptist Temple Sunday morning at 9:10 and 9:30, pick up the children 
and bring them to our Sunday school. We have tickets printed and charge the children 
one cent to ride. In case children forget their money or tickets, we take them anyway. 
The bus leaves the church again at twelve noon to take the children to the area of their 
home. The day we started the bus service, we also started a Children’s Church. This 
church meets from eleven to twelve. It is a miniature church service. They have their 
own ushers, choir, pianist, and devotional leader. Adults supervise and have the Bible 


story, etc. The attendance at this Children’s Church runs from 50 to 80 children up to 


Junior High age. Many of these children come from homes unchurched, and there has 
not been for them a church or religious background. 


“Our Sunday school has had a definite growth, and this is a town that has not had a 
population increase during or after the war years. The greater work of evangelism is 
ahead. We are not in a hurry but are trying to lay a good groundwork for real citizens 


of the Kingdom. Our larger reward will come later when we shall see the fruit grow 
from the seeds now Planted. ws 


State Directors of Evangelism 


Lay visitation evangelism continues to be the most productive sii being used in 
New Jersey. Several pastors throughout the state who have had training and experience 
in this work have helped neighboring pastors set up and conduct such programs through- 
out the year. A number of pastors are being used weekly to conduct revival and mass 
evangelism services in other churches. The New Jersey Baptist Youth Fellowship has 
placed great stress on youth evangelism. Saturday night youth rallies are quite popular 
and many young people are being won to Christ and the churck through these programs. 
For 12 months in 1945-46, as reported by the church letters, almost 1,200. young people 
were added to the rolls of the B.Y.F. The summer camps and assembly, the conterences 
and convention all produced results, with young people making first decisions and others 
committing themselves to preparation for full-time Christian service. 


The Director is called to meet with Church Workers’ Conference groups nearly every 


week to discuss teaching methods, In these conferences we always exalt the evangelistic 
opportunity that every teacher has in class. 


We advocate the distribution of tracts, bate them on the seats al window sils on 
trains, trolleys and buses. The State Committee inaugurated a pastor’s prayer cell 
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movement last winter, which is still spreading. Twelve pastors were called together from 
strategic areas throughout the state and asked to start the prayer cell idea in their homes 
by inviting a few other pastors to join them. Someone attending this fellowship would 
then invite other men to join him in his home to pray for their people, their churches 
and their work in evangelism. Some of these cells are meeting weekly, some biweekly. 
and additional reports come in from time to time of new groups formed.

This is my twentieth annual report. 


The work has included everything pertaining to the life and hs deer 
I have shared in planning a $100,000 building program in one church, helped raise the 
World Mission Crusade quota and lead the Every Member Canvass. I have also assisted 
in the placing of several pastors and effected reconciliation in one or two churches. 
Besides this I have held several evangelistic campaigns, myself, and planned’ several 
more for other evangelists. Two tent campaigns have also been held. 


I have made 49 visits to 25 places and covered a distance of 28,879 miles during the 
year. I have attended two conventions and three conferences, and shared in two youth 
camps and one meeting to set up the Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism, and also 
arranged for a number of Visitation Evangelism Crusades. 


In the regular routine of the work I have taught 55 Sunday school lessons, conducted 
or shared in 73 prayer meetings and in 61 business and committee meetings. I have 
written 589 letters and 7 articles in the interest of the work. I have made 1,539 visits 
and preached 229 sermons during the year. There have been 54 additions to the churches 


through these services. P 


Some of our churches are overflowing and need additional facilities, others are just 
struggling along, while still others are without a pastor. The financial situation is better 
as a whole. 


I still enjoy a felicitous relationship with my co-workers: and their full covmecedinn: § in 
the work. This makes the service easier and the servant happier. The sympathetic at- 
titude of the different co-operating agencies is very much appreciated, and I pray God’s 
continued favor on each one of them. 


E. Danish-N orwegian Conference. 


Since starting om my present work ‘November 29, 1946, I have spoken 117 times, 
attended 14 conferences, conducted five Home Visitation Crusades, four Preaching 
Missions, three New Friends for Christ Crusades and have assisted as guest leader 
in one National Christian Teaching Mission. As a result of the work rendered I have 
had the joy in securing” 126 first decisions and 59 decisions of letter transfer.

I helped work out a plan by which the Curry’s Prairie Association held its annual 
meeting for four days using the Convention tent and securing Dr. E. F. Estes of 
Louisville, Ky., to conduct evangelistic services twice daily with Walter Bruce of 
Indianapolis leading the singing. After this week of inspiration 16 churches of the 
association conducted revival meetings with 125 additions to the churches. The plan 
worked so well in reviving the churches and in the number added to the churches that 
the association is planning to have the same kind of meeting this year with Dr. Ray 
Johnson, Director of Evangelism for the Illinois Baptist Convention to dé the preaching 
and Walter Bruce of Indianapolis to lead the singing. I have conducted classes in 
Home Visitation for the pastors and laymen and this method will be used in connection 
with the revival meetings which the churches will put on following the central meeting. 

The Laughery and Friendship associations are planning along the same line.

‘of the Society and other mepernns evidence, by methods and to the patent 
we deemed appropriate. 


The investments in bonds, stocks, movteiaes and ent estate are carried 
in’ the annexed balance sheet at book amounts which are not more than 
cost or amounts assigned thereto at date of gift to the Society. The market 
value of bonds and stocks based upon market quotations at April 30, 1947 
is shown on an accompanying schedule. The market value of mortgages, 
mortgage certificates, real estate bonds, real estate and other investments is 
not readily ascertainable and it is not therefore possible to state what 
amount of. loss, if any, may be sustained on the disposal of these investments. 
No provision has been made for depreciation of real estate carried as in- 
vestments. The collectibility of the outstanding loans to churches is not 
readily determinable; the amounts at which school and mission properties 
are carried include $122,311.46 for: capital expenditures-on properties in 
Mexico for which the Society cannot hold legal title; and no provision has 
been made for depreciation of property and equipment fund assets. 


The Society owns or has equities in. certain Christian centers, ‘schools 
and missions. Except for investments in physical properties, the accounts 
of the Society and the annexed financial statements ‘do not include such -
